THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants in the Town of Jackson, in the County of 
Carroll in said State qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Jackson on Tuesday the ninth day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects : 

1 ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year. 

2 ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 

3 To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for highways and bridges. 

4 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $300 for State Aid Maintenance of Highways. 

5 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1050, for Trunk Line Maintenance of Highways. 

6 ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1039.50 for State Aid Construction of Highways. 

7 ‘To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for maintenance of cemetery. 

8 To elect three Trustees for care of Avery Hall Trust 
Fund 

9 ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
any sum of money for memorial purposes, or pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

10 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
any sum of money for the erection of tomb in the cemetery. 

11 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
any sum of money for the purchase or lease of land, and erec- 
tion or lease of building for housing of town rollers, machinery, 
tools, etc. 

12 To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
any sum of money for new heating apparatus for Town Hall 
or for re-installation of present heating apparatus.

To the Board of Trustees of the Jackson Public Library: 

I beg to present herein a report of the work done by the 
Library and a statement of its condition for the year ending 
February 1, 1920. 

The Library has been open 117 days. From July 1 to 
Oct. 1, the hours were from 10 a. m. to 1 p.m. daily; Oct. 
and Nov. from 2 to4 p. m. Saturday, and for the remaining 
months from 2.30 to 4.30 p. m. every Thursday. In this time 
the total number or books given out was 3445, a monthly ave- 
rage of 287 volumes, and a weekly average of 66 volumes. 
The largest daily circulation was 73 volumes on Jan. 22, 1920. 
There have been added to the Library by gifts 100 volumes 
and by purchase 12 volumes, making the total number of vol- 
umes in the Library 3,103. In addition to these we have on 
file the following magazines; National Geographic, Wold’s 
Work, Scribner’s Musical America, American Boy, Ladies’ 
Home Journal, Saturday Evening Post, Cosmopolitan, Bird- 
lore, Delineator, St. Nicholas and Little Folks.

To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF JACKSON: 

I have the honor to submit for your consideration, a brief 
report of the condition of your schools. 

You are no doubt aware of the extreme shortage of quali- 
fied teachers, and that the State requires all teachers to pass 
some of the requirements before issuing licenses. We were 
fortunate in securing Mr. Wentworth and Miss Moody who 
have passed the requirements for this year. ‘The schools 
under their management are making good progress. 

Your school houses, however, do not comply with the 
minimum requirements of the State, and steps should be taken ~ 
to remodel the two houses now in use. ‘This will cost con- 
siderable, as material and labor are high. But a town as 
thrifty and containing so many attractive buildings cannot 
afford to allow its school houses to be so far behind its other 
buildings. Your children should be, and no doubt are, your 
chief object in life, and the schools should be made as sanitary 
aud beautiful as possible. I trust that at your annual district 
meeting this matter will have your careful consideration.
